ger, son of a wealthy German of Blue Island 
and a nephew of County Commissioner 
Beer, died in convulsions at 2:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. 


A 
chemical analysis will be necessary to deter- 
mine the exact nature of the substance and 
its quantity. In the meantime, Florence L. 
Witwer, Krueger's sweetheart, is held in the 
lice station on a nominal charge preferred 
the young man’s father, in order that 
n full investigation of the mysterious cir- 
cumstances of the affair may be made. 

While Krueger's relatives, with one ex- 
ception, refuse to make any statement in 
connection with the death, they insist on a 
full, investigation being made by the cor- 
oner’s jury. The jury was impaneled yee- 
terday and the testimony of two witnesdes 
heard, Then an adjournment was taken 
until Oct. 17; at which time the result of the 
chemical analysis will be made known. 

Miss Witwer was unable to give ball in 
the sum of $1,500 last night and was forced 
to remain in the Blue Island police station, 

Son of a Wealthy Farmer. ; 

Rudolph Krueger had been employed as a 
clerk in the transfer depot of the Rock 
Island railroad in Blue Island. He was 38 
years ofage. He resided at 322 State street, 
and was well known in the village. Louis 
Krueger, his father, has lived near Blue 
Island for many years, and made a fortune 
in farming. 

Miss Witwer lives with her parents at 205 
Collins street. Her father, until a year ago, 
when he was taken ill, was an engineer on 
the Rock Island. He has since been an 
invalid. She has two sisters, and is well 
known in Blue Isiand. 

While at a dance a year ago Krueger was 
introduced to Miss Witwer, and they soon 
became fast friends. They went driving 
together, and often came to Chicago to at- 
tend the theaters. Krueger was a welcome 
visitor at the Witwer home, but their friends 
say his family objected to his attentions 
to the young woman. 

Bumored Engagement Denied. 

Some said the two were engaged. The girl 
denies it. She admits her lover gave her 
a ring on July 12, her 20th birthday, but 
declares it was only a birthday present and 
was without other significance. During the 
last few months Krueger was a daily visitor 
at the Witwer home. That he proposed to 
the girl frequently is admitted. Miss Wit- 
wer avers she refused him each time. She 
says she told him she did not love him, and 
besides would never marry while her father 
was an invalid. 

The young rallroad clerk took a lay-off 
a week ago and was frequently seen in Miss 
Witwer's company. On Tuesday he wrote 
her the following note:

‘ Police Arrest Miss Witwer. 

Miss Witwer was arrested at noon. When 
Lieut. Malmaquist called at her home he 
avers Mrs. Witwer said her daughter had 
not been away from home on Wednesday, 
but the girl frankly stated she had been 
with Krueger all the afternoon and evening.

LAKE FRONT PARK 
SAVED TO PUBLIC. 


Montgomery Ward Wins His 
Long Fight by Decision of 
the Illinois Supreme 


RULING IN ARMORY CASE. 


Olympian Games Site Probably 
Will Be Changed to Land 
Claimed by Capt. 


Montgomery Ward won his long fight yes- 
terday for the preservation of the entire lake 
front for park purposes when the Supreme 
court of I:Hnols denied a rehearing of the 
case. Attorneys for both sides consider the 
question as settled and the litigation as 
ended. 

The Whole tract from. Randolph street to 
Park row, and from Michigan avenue to the 
harbor line or breakwater, is thus secured 
permanently for a park, and the erection of 
any building in the area is prohibited. 

The Ulinoie national guard will not be per- 
mitted to build its armory on the lake front, 
as had been planned, and hope wili be aban- 
doned of ever locating there the Field mu- 
seum, the Crerar library, of the Chicago 
8 association structure. The 

mplan games committee will have to seek 
elsewhere for a site for its exhibitions. 

The opinion of the court is explicit and 
wii bar the erection, it is thought, of even 
conservatories or zobdlogica]l houses in the 
park. Nothing more extensive than a statue 
or more substantial than a light shelter for 
patrons of the pleasure ground will - al- 


Yacht Club House Excepted. 

The Chicago Yacht club house, which alone 
obstructs the view on the east, is techni- 
cally not within the ban of the court’s decis- 
ion, as it is beyond the harbor line, being 
on the breakwater. 

“It is over on the navigation line,” said 
E. R. Bliss, who has led the fight for the 
erection of the armory on the lake front, 
“and probably will not be disturbed, I be- 
lieve, however, the state could secure its re- 
moval if it were to proceed against it.“ 

It is said Mr. Ward will make no opposi-. 
tion to the new clubhouse. | 

Mr. Bliss added that the entire controversy 
was purely a state matter, and he felt no 
attempt would be made to take an appeal to 
the United States Supreme court, even if 
that body would hear it. He said he re- 
garded the decision as final. | 

Decision ig Armory Cases. 

The opinion handed down yesterday was in 
the lake front armory case,” which was the 
last in the long series of endeavors to obtain 
parts of the lake front for other than park 
purposes 

In 1897, after Montgomery Ward had se- 
cured a final detree in the original lake 
front case enjoining the city from using the 
park west of the Ilinois Central railroad for 
|} any purpose other than a park, the Illinois 

national guard obtained consent from the 
city and state to erect an armory building 
and parade ground to the east of the rail- 
road and north of Monroe street, which was 
2 that time submerged. 

The legislature in 1897 created as the board 
of commissioners Col. E. R. Bliss, Gen. 
Sooy Smith, and Frank Lowden. Two years 
later an appropriation of $100,000 was grant- 
ed for the armory fund and the board had 
plans drawn for buildings and commenced 
filling in the submerged land. 

Although’ these activities were confined to 
a tract not covered by the original decree 
Ward & Co. instituted a suit to enjoin the 
construction of the proposed buildings. 
Judge Neely granted the injunction and 
entered a decree which has just been sus- 
tained by the Supreme court in refusing to 
grant a rehearing after its first decision. 


Reviews History of Park. 

In the Supreme court opinion the history 
of the lake front tract was gone over from 
the first. It was shown that when that part 
of the city wae platted in 1839 the ground 
east of Michigan avenue, then the lake shore, 
was “ public ground, forever to remain va- 
cant of buildings.” When lots were sold it 
was with the representation that those on 
Michigan avenue fronted on the lake, and the 
view was never to be obstructed. 

Later the IMinois Central rallroad was 
granted a right of way through the sub- 
merged land lying east of the shore line, but 
no other claims to land beyond Michigan 
avenue were ever recognized. 

For many years the lake front park was 
one of the most desolate districts within 
the city. It was neglected and was shut 
off from the lake by the railroad, with its 
tracks filled with freight cars or occupied 
with its ceaseless trains. Gradually at the 
north end of the park a number of tem- 
porary and unsightly buildings were erected, 
es the old exposition building. 
Twelve years ago Montgomery Ward & 
On. who had acquired property on Michi- 
gan avenue, north of Madison street, began 
Htigation to have the park cleared accord- 
ing to the original terms of the plats. The 
cases were tried with varying results, in 
which all the interests on the lake front have 
had their claims settled, and yesterday's con- 
clusion of the matter seems to make clear 
the precise status of all parties concerned, 

Barns Title of Watchdog.“ 

„Mr. Ward has well been called the 
watchdog of the lake front.“ said his at- 
torney, George P. Merrick, yesterday. He 
felt he was in the right and was fighting for 
a principle, and his tenacity slows the 
strength he knew to be in his position. 

„The opinion of the court is one of the 
most important to Chicago ever handed 
down. It mean’ the final settlement of a 
controversy respecting a great and valuable 
city park, and insures to the city the pleasure 
ground it needs. Now let the park be im- 
proved properly and be made a beauty spot, 
and my client will feel more than repaid.” 

Games on North Side.

| SHOOTS SIX AND HIMSELF. 


MENNONITE SCHOOL TEACHER 
WOUNDS TRUSTEES AND PUPILS. 


Altoona, Manitoba, Man, Frenzied by 
Prospect of Being Discharged, Opens 
Fire on Three Trustees and Then 
Attacks Their Little Daughters— 
Flees, but Is Pursued by Neighbors, 
Puts Bullet Into His Own Head—Five 


Will Die.

Forks, N. D. Oct. 9 
Frensied by the prospect of being discharged 
as teacher in the Mennonite school near 
Altoona, Manitoba, Henry I. Toews this aft- 
ernoon attacked the three trustees, fatally 
wounding two of them and shooting the 
other. He then reéntered the schoolhouse, 
fatally wounded two little daughters of one 
of the trustees and shot the child of another. 

Toews then fled, but neighbors pursued 
him, and when driven to bay he shot him- 


In a Mennonite Settlement.

"Toews was a Mennonite, but for sometime 
there had been friction between him and 
other members of the community. complaint 
having been made concerning the manage- 
ment of the school. 

The three members of the board of trus- 
tees—John Hiebert, Abraham Remset, and 
Peter Kebler—expressed dissatisfaction 
with the work of the teacher, and there had 
been hard feeling between them and Toews. 

This afternoon the three members of the 
board visited the school according to a pre- 
arranged plan to talk matters over with the 
teacher. School was still In session and, in- 
stead of inviting his visitors inside, Toews 
came out himself, leaving his pupils 8. work 
in the buflding. 

Quarrels with Trustees. 

The trustees referred to the complaints 
that had been made to them, and the teacher 
attempted to defend himself from the ac- 
cusations made. Ae the talk progressed 
Toews became angry, and there was lou 
talk and hard words. It is evident that 
Toews came to school anticipating the con- 
ference and that it would not resuit favor- 
ably for him, for he had armed himself with 
a seven shooting revolver. This he hid in 
wis pocket during the conference in the 


schoolyard. 

Fire on Trustees. 
During the quarrel he suddenly drew the 
weapon and aimed it at Remset. The bullet 
took effect in the trustee’s side, and he fell 
to the ground, fatally wounded. Hiebert 


tally wounded. The two shots were fired 
almost at one time, and none of the men had 
time to move.

‘SEARCH FOR LOST TEETH 
LEADS TO MAN’S DEATH. 


Frank Beuttner 0., 
Thought He Had Swallowed Set and 
Surgeons Cut Open His Throat. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—After 
suffering agony for two days in the belief 
that he had swallowed his false teeth, Frank 
Buettner, former street commissioner of 


formed in the hope of removing the supposed 
obstruction from his throat. Just before he 
died the teeth he supposed he had wed 
were found on the floor back of his bed, 
where they had fallen during the night. 

Tuesday morning when Buettner, who was 
61 years of age, awoke, he missed his lower 
teeth. Feeling a choking sensation in his 
throat, he thought he had swallowed the 
teeth during the night. He became alarmed 
and went to his family physician, who at- 
tempted to find the obstruction in the esoph- 
agus, but could ngt. The choking sensation 
became worse, and Buettner then decided 
to go to a hospital. 

His daughter accompanied him to St. 
Alexis hospital, which is next to his home, 
and Dr. George W. Crile, one of the best 
surgeons in the city, Was summoned. An 
X ray instrument was used, and the surgeon 
thought he had located the obstruction. 
Then the operation was performed. 

No teeth were found, however, and just 
as the surgeon was finishing his work a nurse 
entered the room and announced that the 
teeth had been found under Buettner’s bed 
at his home. The operation, which was a 
delicate one, was a severe shock to his sys- 
tem and he died a few hours later. 

The doctors think that possibly the teeth 
may have slipped down Buettner’s throat 
while he was asleep, that he coughed them 
out, and that an injury to the esophagus 
caused the choking sensation. Most of the 
trouble, they say, was due to his mental con-

YOUNG BOYS INNIGHT TOIL 


WORK BEFORE BLAZING FURNACE 
WHILE ELDERS SLEEP, 


Mrs. Van der Vaart and Dr. Cornelia C. 
de Bey Say That Lads Under the Age 

Limit Fixed by Law Are Employed 
Until Early Morning Hours in Shel- 
don-Foster Glass Factory at Chica- 

‘go Heights—Visit Plant with Deputy 
State Inspectors. 


Twelve littie children under legal age, 
working nearly all night taking hot bottles 
out of a furnace, is the spectacle which Mrs. 
Harriet Van der Vaart reports is to be seen 
every night at the factory of the Sheldon- 
Foster Glass company in Chicago Heights. 
Mrs. Van der Vaart, chairman of the in- 
dustrial committee of the State F 

of Woman's clubs, and Dr. Cornelia C. de 
Bey, a member of the committee, yesterday 
afternoon accompanied Deputy Factory In- 
spectors Rosenstein and Ayres to the glass 
factory. 

On the night force, which begins at 5 
p. m. and works until 3 o’clock.in the morn- 
ing, they say they found a number of boys, 
twe:ve of whom were under the age required 
by law, some appearing to be not over 9 years 
old. On the day force the visitors sald the 
number was even larger. | 


Work Nearly All Night. 


These little fellows stand before the glass 
furnaces, where the bottles are molded, and 
‘with tongs take the bottles out and place 
them on trays to be conveyed to the cooling 
rooms.. All night long, when other children 
of their age are in bed, the visitors said 
those boys have to toil, doing a man’s work 
for a child's pay. They are paid $4 a week 
for an amount ot work for which, it is said, 
an adult laborer would demand two or three 
times that sum. This is the reason, the 
women allege, the company employs chil- 
dren. 

Although the factory has been in operation 
four years, the men in charge, when the 
visitors demanded why such children were 
employed,/are reported to have offered the 
excuse that they were just starting and ex- 
pected to do away with the child labor as 
soon as they could. The work the boys were 
doing, however, was of such a character, it 
is said, as to show they must have long ex- 
perience to enable them to do it. 

The officers of the plant were able to pro- 
duce affidavits certifying to the age of sev- 
eral of the boys, but not for all. 


Admits Being but 14 Years Old. 
One lad, when asked his age, said: 15.“ 
After a little conversation he admitted 
he was only 14. He looked not over 13, or 
even 12. Another could not be called out for 


stopped work the whole department would 
have to stop. He was engaged in taking bot- 
tles out of the fire. 

One of the glass blowers said that last year, 
to his knowledge, there were 160 boys em- 
ployed in the factory. There were sixteen 
machines, and each machine required five 
boys on the day force and the same number 
on the night shift. He said the children were 
much cheaper than men would be for the 
same work. When asked if accidents ever 
occurred, one of the workmen said the boys 
sometimes get burned, but that couldn't be 
called an accident. 

Besides ‘being grievously at fault in the 
matter of the child labor, according to the 
inspectors, the factory was said to be dirty 
and unpleasant for work to an extreme de-

‘Thomas B. Bryan spoke of “ Chicago,” D.

Moody Points to Navy’s Need. 
Secretary Moody laid particular stress on 
the immediate needs of the navy, which he 
@emanded should be remedied at once. 

“The most imperative need of the navy 
today is of additional officers,” he said. 1 
cannot overstate this need. It demands the 
instant attention of congress. Even though 
the short session of congress is coming, and 
there is little opportunity for general legis- 
lation, it is the duty of the republican party, 
with power and responsibility in both houses, 
to consider and meet t need at that ses- 
sion. There should not even a year’s 
‘delay. 

It takes longer to make an officer of 
junior rank than it does to build a battle- 
ship, and conditions will not permit us to 
dally with the question. It is the time for 
action. Much as I wish to continue the 
building of ships, I do not-wish them unless 
at the same time provision is made for of- 
ficers and men to man them.. For years the 
condition to which I refer has been approach- 
ing. Today it is acute. Four years from 
now it will be desperate unless there is early 
action. 

These are strong statements and demand 
proof. I will endeavor to furnish it. In 
doing so I will omit all details which are 
not essential, although I cannot escape de- 
tails entirely. The ist of January last isa 
convenient point of time for the discussion 
of the present relation of the number cf 
officers to the duties which are required 
of them. 


Disposition of Officers. 


„Naturally we first turn to the duties on 
board ship. We fifd that the ships which 
may then be counted as serviceable demand 
as a minimum 1,287 officers of the line. 
There were at that time 264 officers on shore 
duty of various kinds—courts-martial, in- 
spection, instruction at the Naval academy, 
ordnance, and others which I 
will not enumerate. It must not be forgotten 
that there are many naval duties which 
must always be performed on shore, duties 
which are as important and essential to na- 
val efficiency as the navigation of ships. . 

Some part of the shore duty I have 
thought, acting upon professional advice, 
unnecessary, and it has been discontinued. 
Some stations on shore have been abolished, 
because, with conflicting demands of the 
service, I had no choice. There is today a 
smaller number of officers upon shore duty 
than on the ist of January. It will be the policy 
of my administration to abolish such duties 
on shore as are not essential to the efficiency _ 
of our navy as a whole or to the proper de- 
velopment of the individual officer. , 

The line is not easy to draw. and nothing 
done impetuously or without consid- 
eration. 


Many Squadrons in Service. 


With a squadron in European waters, an- 
other in Pacific waters, another in Asiatic 
waters, another in south Atlantic waters, an- 
other in north Atlantic waters, another just 
constituted with duties in or about the Ca- 
ribbean sea, there must always be a certain 
number of officers in transit from one point 
of duty to another. For instance, there re- 
cently landed in San Francisco on their re- 
turn from the Philippines more than fifty 
officers, withdrawn for the time being in the 
course of their journey from duties of any 
kind. A small estimate of the officers in 
transit to and from stations is seventy. We 
can count at least at all times on an average 
of thirty Officers on the sick list and thirty | 
more on leave, which has been, of course, of 
recent years, a rare thing for the younger 


officers. 
o requirements which I have stated, 
as will be seen, called on Jan, 1 for 1,631 offi- 
cers. There were on the date named 1,423 
officers, including midshipmen, or 607 less 
than needed. It is true that in time of peace 
there would be at all times a large fraction, 
say one-fourth, of our ships out of commis- 
sion, undergoing repairs and improvements. 
Suppose this to be so, it would reduce the 
ghortgae by one-half, but still we would be 
300 short of our requirements, and with every 
effort and a detachment from every possible 
point of duty on shore where the officer 
may be detached without imperiling the N 
efficiency of the navy there is still, even in 
time of peace, a present existing deficiency.

own duty to speak and speak in no uncertain 
tones. We have between sixty and seventy 
ships authorized and in process of construc- 
tion, many of them of the most important 
and powerful types. To man them all de- 
mands 498-officers, again allowing the ab-

In four years it is estimated 
that. not less than 160 vacancies will be cre- 
ated in this manner. We have, therefore, 
by this computation, 783 officers to be pro-

should be made that would give it to them; 
and that if they can get iron ore from the 
dominion of Canada, in the manufacture of 
which thousands of American laborers can be 
employed, and cannot get it with equal facil- 
ity from. the territory of the United States, 
that a reciprocal treaty should give: it to 
them without duty. 

To sum it all up, the republicans of Iowa 
believe in the reciprocity for which Biaine 
fought, and the reciprocity whose growing 
advantages were yet trembling upon the lips 
of McKinley when he fell under the hand of 
an assassin.

BERLIN, Oct. 9.—The question of trusts 
and cartels was discussed at the annual meet- 
ing here today of the Bund der Industriellen. 
an association representing the political and 
commercial counterpoise to the agrarians.

The 
economic advantages, therefore, cannot be 
denied 80 long as they do not tend to injure 
the consumers dependent upon them and so 
far as they regulate production with a view 
to the maintenance of fair prices, diminish

Defeat of Measure, He Asserts at Birm- 
ingham Liberal Unionist Meeting,

‘BIRMINGHAM, Eng., Oct. 9.—Colonial 
Secretary Joseph Chamberlain, at a liberal 
unionist meeting held here to discuss the ed- 
ucatién bill, made the emphatic declaration 
that if the government was defeated on this 
bill it would resign.

Should Avoid Enemy's Plots. 

Mr. Chamberlain advised the liberal union- 
ists to agree to differ on the complicated 
points, but to do nothing to assist the in- 
trigues of those who would hand over Ire- 
land to the home rulers, who would transfer 
south African problems to the discretion of 
pro-Boers, and who would leave imperial in- 
terests in the hands of little Englanders, and 
domestic reforms to the framers of the New- 
castle program. The colonial secretary had 


| several suggestions, amending the education 


bill so as to give safe and ample popular 
control. 

He said he could promise, however, that 
one thing was definitely certain—namely: 
that the bill would not be withdrawn. He 
said the government could not withdraw it 
without a tremendous loss of prestige, and 
that the only logical alternative to the ac- 


necessary to replace the existing denomina- 
tional schools. 
An Official report issued to the press of a 


Secretary Chamberlain's speech says that 
105 persons attended the meeting. The 
speeches indicated .considerable divergence 
of opinion, but the general tone of the meet- 
ing was entirely loyal, and the suggestion 
that the education bill might lead to the dis- 
ruption of the liberal union party was re- 
ceived with almost unanimous disfavor. 
The report then gives certain questions 
which Mr. Chamberlain put to the meeting 
on points of details, to all of which only a 
few dissentient votes were given. : 


Chamberlain Dominates All. 


A prominent delegate, upon leaving the 
conference, said Mr. Chamberlain had com- 
pletely dominated the meeting, that several 
epeakers had said they would rather swallow 
the bill whole than embarrass the govern- 
ment, and that, in short, by the threat that 
the government would resign in case the bill 
were defeated, Mr. Chamberlain appeared 
to have played a trump card and to have 
stopped effectually any incipient revolt. 
The delegates in question added that the 
colonial secretary’s proposals for amend- 


ment had mollified adverse opinion of the bill.

Among other things the amendment re- 
quired that sites for coaling stations in the 
island should be ceded to the United States, 
Although this treaty was forwarded to Ha- 
vana months ago no attention has been paid 
to it so far as this government is aware by 
(President Palma and his cabinet. This con- 
vention is regarded as of the greatest im- 
portance to the United States, and the fact 
that it has apparently been ignored has 
irritated and surprised the heads of the gov- | 
ernment. 

Just what will be done if nothing is heard 
from Cuba within a reasonable period has 
mot been determined, but this matter will 
be taken up when President Roosevelt has 
fully recovered from his indisposition.

The resolutions, after felleitating the 
American people upon the enactment of the 
national irrigation act, say: K 

The grateful acknowledgments of this 
congress are due to Theodore Roosevelt, 
president of the United States, Zor his in- 
valuable assistance in the cause of irriga- 
tion. His message to congress in December. 
1901, mafked the beginning of a new epoch 
in the history not only of the arid west but 
also of a new epoch in that of the whole 
nation. Without his powerful ald and that 
of his administration it would not have been 
possible to secure the passage of that great 
act, which will inaugurate and put into ef- 
fective motion the national irrigation policy, 
for which we have been striving so long. 

Great as his administration may be, we 
believe that none of its achievements will 
redound more to the greatness of our peo- 
ple and the glory of our country than will 
the of the national irrigation act. 
We send him our greetings and give him our 
assurances of our most sincere respect and 
admiration.” 

Resolutions were also passed recommend-. 
ing the protection and preservation of for- 
ests and urging the codperation of national 
and state government to this end. . 

Merger Debate Is Stormy. 

The meeting Wednesday night, which set- 
tled for one year at least the question of a 
merger with the transmississippi congress, 
was a stormy one and lasted for several 
hours. The question of a merger was cham- 
pioned by two or three prominent members 
and was quietly handled in committee and 
sprung on the congress with a view of 1- 
roading it through. but the move was blocKed 
by Senator Carey of Wyoming, who urged 
that time should be given the delegates for 
consideration of the subject. 

Senator Carey and other speakers main- 
tained that the delegates should not be urged’ 
to destroy the identity of the congress by be- : 
and it was further urged by other delegates 
that there was a strong possibility of the lat- 
ter organization taking on a political com- 
plexion which. would materially injure the 
ifrigation interests in case of a merger. 

George H. Maxwell made a long Speech in 
favor. of a merger which did his side much 
harm, as a large number of delegates 
switched to the anti-merger side after he 
closed. Those who made the change contend 
that when an attempt is made to force 
through a deal of this kind there must be 
some hidden motive.

MAY BE ADOPTED.» 


Request That Decorative Designing, 
Carving, .Modeling, and Cabinet 
Making Be Added to the Curriculum 
Favorably Received by the Trustees 
Set. Cooley to Look Up the Ex- 
pense to Be Incurred—Evening 
‘Courses for This Year Announced. 


Decorative designing, wood carving, model- 
ing, and cabinet making may be introduced 
in the curriculum of the evening schools 
as a result of a communication received by 
Supt. Cooley yesterday from members of 
the Woodworkers’ union. 5 

The matter was laid before the school 
management committee, and the suggestion 
was received so favorably that Supt. 
Cooley was instructed. to find out’ what 
expense would be incurred by the introduc- 
tion of the proposed courses. | 

In their letter to Supt. Cooley the 
woodworkers urged that the arts and crafts 
movement had become so widespread that 
it was felt the public schoole should come 
forward and supply the demand for instruc- 
tion. . 


» Equal Pay for Special Teachers. 

The salaries of all teachers’ of ‘drawing 
and music in the public schools was fixed at 
$1,400 each a year. This terminates. the 


' agitation on the part of the teachers in 


these departments for a uniform salary 
scale, which has-vexed the board for a num- 
ber of years. Mrs. Heath is the only teacher 
of drawing who will suffer because of the 
change. Heretofore she has received $1,600. 


After a careful investigation of the condi-

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"YATES DISCUSSES 
ILLINOIS ISSUES. 


Governor Makes His Initial 


Campaign Speech to Re- 
publicans at Anna. 


WORK OF STATE BOARDS. 


Expenses Are Cut Down, Money 
Saved, and State Finances 
in Good Condition.

Anna, III., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—Gov. Yates 
opened the republican state campaign here 
this afternoon, delivering an address, ‘fn 
which he reviewed at length the record of 
the republican party in Illinois. The gov- 
ernor took up the various state institutions 
and boards, and showed what had been done 
and what waa being done in each. He paid 
a tribute to the state officials and urged the 
election of a republican legislature in order 
0 insure the selection of A. J. Hopkins as 
United States senator. . 

Gov. Yates complimented the officers and 
men of the Illinois Nationa! guard, and said 
that the present administration has end av- 
ored to allow no state board or commission 
to be without at jeast one member of the 
Grand army of the civil war, and if there is 
board without such a representative it is 
only a question of time until the recognition 
will be complete. 


Tribute to State Boards. 

The governor paid a high tribute to the 
various state boards. Referring to the work 
of the state food commission the governor 
said the department had analyzed 2,500 sam- 
ples, of which 40 per cent had been found 
to be adulterated or not manufactured and 
sold in compliance of law. For these viola- 
None 300 suite have been brought and prose- 
cuted to a successfu) termination. 

The Illinois state board of arbitration dur- 
ing the iast eighteen months—the. period of 
ite present existence—has interceded in no 
Jess than fifty labor disputes. It has been 
inetrumenta! if settling controversies which 


wm@ected directly from 15,000 to 20,000 work- 


ing@men. Its success in settling the recent 
freight handlers’ strike in Chicago is cited 
an eXample of its beneficent work. 


Increase in Wages. 

The governor referred at some length to 
the work of the bureau of labor statistics. 
The last report relates to the manufacturing 
interests of the state. It includes thirty- 
eight industries, comprising 627 .establish- 
ments. The principal feature of the report 
ig not the amount of capital invested, or the 
market value of the product, but is the ma- 
terial increase in the number of men and 
women employed and the wages paid. Itis 
shown that the number of persons employed 
in 1889 was 30 per cent greater than in 1-35, 
while the wages paid to workers in these 
thirty-eight industries increased from §9,- 
006,000 in 1895 to $13,000,000 in 1899. During 
this time the increase in the number of wage 
earners was 30 per cent, while the average 
wages paid for the same period increased 
41 per cent. 


Work of State Institutions. 

The governor discussed the records of the 
state's charitable institutions at length. He 
stated that without exception Gov. Tanner’s 
boards of trustees received these institutions 
from their democratic predecessors incum- 
bered by debt, with scanty stocks of pro- 
visions on hand, with dilapidated furniture, 
and Gecaying equipment. Without excep- 
tion the present boards have redeemed them 
from debt, rehabilitated the buildings, and 
im nearly every case reported a surplus for 
the current fiscal] year. 

The records show that in 1876 the aver- 
age annual per capita cost of maintenance 
in the state's charitabie institutions was 
$222.56. In 1886 it was $198.70, while for the 
year ended June 30 last it was $152.75, and 
this notwithstanding the unprecedented high

Replies to Charges. 


5 ‘The governor took up at some length the 


Peent charges against the management of 
tate institutions, especially against the hos- 
pital for the insane at Kankakee. He de- 
olared that the charges were made at the in- 
stance of discharged employés. He asserted 


‘every charge made by a responsible person 


has been fully and fairly investigated. He 
denied? that he had caused a wholesale re- 
moval of officials and boards without regard 
to qualification and merit. 
Opposes Convict Labor. 

Referring to convict labor the governor de- 
clared that the repubiican party has always 
been in favor of reducing to the minimum 
all competition between free and convict 
labor. He proposed, he said, to recommend 
to. the next legislature that convicts be kept 
at work without competing at all with free 
labor. The increased cost to the taxpayers 
will amount to about $200,000 a year. This 
would amount to only 1 cent on each $100 
worth of property after equalization. 

Continuihg on the subject, the governor 


paid: 

„ To obviate the objection that convicts 
are wentenced to hard labor and must not be 
idle, the legislature should prescribe suitable 
forms of labor. I believe that some forms 
ean be found which will produce some in- 
come, and therefore diminish the taxes, with- 
out competing with free labor. I apprehend 
no failure by the legislature to accurately 
pettle this vexed question.“ 


Condition of State Finances. 


Gov. Yates compared the present financial 
sondition of the state government with the 
state of affairs found at the close of the 
Altgeld administration.

Statement Is Made in Baltimore That 
the Former Read Will Secure «4 
Large Holding of the Coal Line’s 
Steck, Thus Adding to the Vander- 
bilts’ Power in the Anthracite Field 
—Harriman-Clark Deal Explained— 
Other Traffic Matters. 


A dispatch from Baltimore states that it is 
learned from an authentic sdurce that the 
acquisition of the Reading railway by the 
Baltimore and Ohio is decided on. The claim 


ies made that the relation of the Baltimore 


and Ohio will be somewhat similar to the 
eonnection between the Pennsylvania and 
the Baltimore and Ohio. This means that 
the Baltimore and Ohio will not own a ma- 
jority of Reading stock but will possess a 


ful of the single stockholding interests in the 
property. It will thus become the domi- 
nating force in the management and the 
same policy instituted by the Pennsylvania 


brought into play in the Reading. This 
means the reorganization of the operating 
and traffiic departments of the Reading and 
placing them practically under the control 
of the Pennsylvania, just as the operating 
and traffic departments of the Baltimore and 
are dominated by the Pennsylvania 
terests. 


Move in Community of Ownership. 

The object in turning the control of the 
Reading over to the Baltimore and Ohio 
is claimed to be for the purpose of perfect- 
ing the community of ownership scheme 
without conflicting with the Pennsytvania 
laws, which are strict in prohibiting compet- 


| ing reilroads in that state from owning stock 


in one another. Otherwise the Pennsylvania 
would assume control itself. It Is declared 
positively that the recent issue of $42,500,000 
of new Baltimore and Ohio stock ts largely 
to pay for the Reading steck that will be 
turned over to the Baltimore and Ohio. 
Prominent railroad officials here consider 
the report quite plausible, as the Penn«yl- 
vania is known to have bad an eye on the 
Reading for some time with a view of secur- 
ing a firmer hold of the anthracite coal in- 
terests in Pennsylvania. The Vanderbilts 
have a large if not a controlling Interest In 
the Lackawanna and Delaware and Hud- 
son railroads, which next to the Reading are 
the largest hard coal operators in the coun- 
try. With the principal anthracite coal in-

‘Object of Clark-Harriman Deal.

to the Union Pacific, and thus prevent 
other interests antagonistic to the lines Har- 
riman controls.

Clark deal can in any manner affect the 
plans of the Milwaukee and St. Paul. There 
are no plans for the western ‘of 
the road at present.“ 


Close Gould-St. Paul Alliance. 

It can be stated on.good authority that the 
alliance between the Mlwaukee and St. Paul 
and the Gould lines will be so close as to af- 
ford the Milwaukee and St. Paul practically 
an independent line via the Missouri Pacific 
and Rio Grande roads to Salt Lake City. 
If an extension is ever built from Salt Lake 
to San Francisco it will be done by both the 
Gould and Rockefeller interests, the latter 
controlling the Milwaukee and St. Paul.
